SMOKE BOMBS OR 
SMOKERS’ “CARELESSNESS ... 


Fire prevention week is next week 
—October 6-12. In these war days, we 
read frequently of the use of smoke 
bombs. They are mainly employed to 
hide the movements of one army. or 
navy from the opposing army or navy 
In Canada, smoke rises in clouds every 
day from fires started by people who 
attempt to hide behind the smoke 
screen but like the enemy is eventu- 
ally located, ‘We call him (or her) the 
careless smoker. He is the fifth col- 


| umnist in the fight against fire and 


his number is egion. It is mot hard 
to substantiate this claim for in the 
report of the Dominion Fire Com- 
missioner, it is seen that nearly 14,- 
000 fires were caused by smokers’ 
carelessness in Canada in 1939, in- 
volving a loss of over $2,000,000, 
Most fires from this cause originate 


in dwellings, but frequently they 
happen in factories, stores warre- 
houses and other mercantile  oc- 


cupancies In such cases the loss is 
often very high. For instance, a pier 
fire in one of our great ocean ports, 
which was attributed to the careless 
disposal of a cigarette, caused a loss 
of $770,000, 

A dangerous habit indulged in by 
many smokers is that of smoking in 
bed The press carries almost daily 
accounts of the results of this vicious 
habit Drowiness soon overcomes the 
smoker and he falls asleep. But his 
lighted cigarette doesn’t. Soon thiere 
is a smouldering of the bed covers 
and the sleeper stands a very good 
chance of being asphyxiated or 
‘burned to digath. Do your smoking 
before retiring and live longer. 

Above all, be sure that your cig- 
tobacco is out before throwing away.

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A Healthful Sign 


One of the most heartening and inspirational stories appearing re-| 
cently in the daily press is that of the organization and operation of the 
Pierceland Fruit and Vegetable Growers’ Co-operative Association, the first 
of its kind in Saskatchewan, perhaps the first on the prairies. 

The story is heartening because it demonstrates that it is possible for 
whole communities to organize a practical effort to place themselves on a 
self-sustaining, or more nearly self-sustaining basis, and is inspirational | 
because it may pave the way for other communities to improve their lot, 
either in the same manner as the people of the Pierceland district, or in 
some other direction. 

While the scene of this experiment, for it is yet hardly beyond the ex- 
perimental stage being in its first year, is laid in northwestern Saskatche- 
wan near the Alberta boundary, it could have been staged in many parts 
of Alberta or Manitoba, indeed, anywhere that vegetables and fruit will 
grow. 

Finding the raising of wheat a somewhat uncertain form of produc- 
tion, the people of the Pierceland district organized to set up a co-operative 
canning plant in May of this year. Capitalizing on the tact that the dis-| 
trict could grow vegetables and small fruits to perfection and that wild} 
fruits also grew in profusion, a canning factory was set up to can the pro- 
duce of the gardens and the bush. 

Wise in their generation, the people of the Pierceland district sought 
all the information they could before launching their experiment. They 
secured the assistance of the provincial department of agriculture as to 
the best methods of organizing, and called on their nearest Dominion ex- 
perimental farm staff for demonstrations of the canning process. The 
necessary equipment was purchased and in the fall quantities of produce 


Were processed, canned and marketed.

Helping Themselves 

Of particular interest is the modus operandi, as outlined by B. N. Arna- 
son, of the Co-operation and Markets Branch of the Saskatchewan Depart- 
ment of Agriculture: “The association furnishes the cans, the salt, sugar, 
Syrup and other supplies. The growers take their fruit and vegetables to 
the canning plant, can their produce under supervision and take one half 
of the canned produce home with them. The association retains the other 
half for resale to meet operating expenses and to pay for the equipment. 
Any surplus will be distributed on a patronage basis. There will be some 
variation from the above procedure depending on the quantity which the 
grower takes to the plant, but in general the 50-50 basis is used. 

“The object is to observe all standard requirements as to quality can- 
ning methods so that no difficulty will be experienced with regard to sale. 
To date most of the products have been disposed of in nearby towns. The 
products canned have been chiefly corn, peas, beans, cauliflower, carrots and 
several varieties of wild fruits.”

4 A Beneficial Project 

A self-help project of this nature will serve to confer many benefits| 
upon those who participate in it, perhaps to an even greater extent than | 
those who sponsored it may be aware at the present time, These advantages 
are both material and moral. | 

One of the material benefits of such an undertaking, and the one im-| 
mediately obvious, of course, is the financial return which the sale of the| 
processed product brings to the co-operators. Not only do they reap a 
direct cash return, but there is also an indirect cash benefit, inasmuch as 
the canned commodities retained by the participants save a cash outlay for 
vegetables and fruits during the late winter and spring months, by which 
time unprocessed home-stored produce would have perished, , 

Another material advantage is the fact that factory canning with 
proper equipment enables larger quantities of produce to be preserved under} 
ideal conditions, resulting in less loss than of it were done at home with| 
more or less primitive equipment. Moreover, it can be taken for granted 
that more produce will be conserved in this manner than would be the case 
if each individual were to undertake the processing at home. Thus, with 
the abundance of fruit and vegetables usually to be found in most farm 
gardens, under this method, there should be an ample supply for every par-| 
ticipant’s household until next year's crops are available, and a substantial 
surplus.for sale, 

Then, too, the health value of a project of this kind, shoula not be| 
overlooked, Canned vitamins in ample quantity for the household during 
those seasons of the year when they are not available, except at prohibitive 
cost, should yield dividends in better health. 

Not by any means the least important is the moral value of a self-help 
undertaking of this or any other kind. After a decade of the pernicious 
effect of the direct relief system with its tendency to Sap the moral fibre, | 
it is refreshing to find that whole communities are still imbued with that 
spirit of self-reliance which urges them to fend for themselves and to knock 
the government props from under their feet at the earliest possible oppor- 
tunity. 

It was this spirit which enabled the pioneers of this country to play 
their part in building a great nation and it is this spirit which will enable 
us to win the war. And after the war is over, it is this spirit which will 
enable the people of the prairies to adjust themselves to the great changes | 
which must inevitably come.

~ Beaver Preserve 


Tract Set Aside At The Mouth Of 
The ‘Mackenzie River 

Scarcity of beaver in the Macken- 
zie River Delta area has prompted 
the Federal Department of Mines and 
Resources to establish a huge beaver 
reserve at the mouth of the Mac- 
kenzie River. This restoration pro- 
ject is being undertaken for the bene- 
fit of the native population of the 
Arctic coast region who depend 
largely upon the fur resources for a 
livelihood. 

The new sanctuary embraces ap- 
proximately 14,000 square miles, and 
the regulations governing it provide 
that the hunting, trapping, taking, 
killing, shooting at, wounding, injur- 
ing or molesting of beaver is pro- 
hibited at all times, 

When the beaver population of the 
area has increased sufficiently to 
warrant trapping, authority may be 
granted to issue special permits to 
trap beaver within the preserve,

Terror As Supplied By Nazis Does) 
Not Terrorize Bizions 

One of Marshal Goe1ing’s satellites, 
telling the Associated Press in Ber-} 
lin that the Nazis heroes about to} 
dump 10,000 plane loads of bombs a 
day on London, rather curiously add- 
el that “the British are already} 
licked but don’t know it.” What odd 
quirk of the mind could have led the} 
Nazi propagandist himself to repeat 
what has for generations been one of 
Britain’s proudest boasts? The Bri- 
ton's inability ot grasp the fact that 
he is beaten is proverbial; and the 
brightest pages of British history are 
those recording the occasions—the 
many, many occasions—on which the 
British were licked, but did not know 
it. If this is another one, it does 
not augur too well for the success 
of Herr Hitler's redistribution of the 
world. Is it too fanciful to suggest 
that the Marshal's mouthpiece was 
revealing his own subconscious un- 
easiness concerning an adversary en- 
dowed with that peculiar quality? 

Even 10,000 bomb loads a day are 
not of much help against an enemy 
too obtuse to understand that he has 
been defeated; and of what avail 
would be even double or treble the 
number if they failed to convince the 
recipients of the fact? Is it possible 
that force is not, after all, supreme? 
That there are people who, though 
they can be killed with 1,000-pound 
bombs, cannot be taught by that 
means to surrender? The idea can- 
not be other than a disturbing one in 
high quarters of the god-state; and} 
the disturbance is perhaps reflected | 
in the terror propaganda—including | 
talk about sending 10,000 bombers a 
day over London, which is technically 
nonsensical—with which the Nazis 
are now so badly trying to enhance} 
the effect of the actual terror on the} 
ground. But what good is terror if 
it doesn't terrorize ?—-New York Her- 
ald Tribune.

St. Paul’s Cathedral | 


Has Always Been Regarded As Par- 
ish Church Of Empire 

For more than two hundred years 
the dome of St. Paul's has floated} 
serenely above the roofs of London, 
It has been many things to many 
generations of men. To some it has 
meant enduring strength; to others, 
who have seen it bathed in moonlight, | 
soaring so lightly over the steeples | 
near by, it has been a miracle of 
grace. To all in London it has been) 
more personal than any~ church in 
the world. It was called the parish 
church of the Empire, because Lon- 
doners turned to it instinctively at 
deeply felt moments of national joy 
or sorrow. Streams of history flowed 


| down its aisles; the tombs of heroes, 


of Nelson and Kitchener and Law-| 
rence of Arabia, lay in its keeping. 

What the Campanile is to Venice, 
or St. Peter's to Rome, St. Paul's has | 
been to London. It dominated the, 
city’s skyline from the river, from 
the huddled streets around it, from| 
the distant hills on North and South. 
Londoners loved it so much that they} 
felt, sometimes, it might not always 
be there. Nearly a hundred years 
ago Macaulay wrote of the New Zea- 
lander of the future who would stand 
on London Bridge and see the ruins 
of St. Paul's. 

Yet St. Paul's has been destroyed 
and rebuilt many times since Roman 
sentries stood on Ludgate Hill. There} 
was a St. Paul's on the same spot 
hundreds of years before the first 
stones of Westminster Abbey were 
laid. There was an old, old St. Paul's 
that crashed in dust and ashes in the 
Great Fire of 1666; the masterpiece 
of to-day rose from its ruins. The 
end of this St. Paul's, tragic and 
sickening as it would be, would not 
mean the end of London. There are 
more irreparable disasters than the 
loss of a dozen famous churches, or} 
a hundred treasure houses of history. 
The supreme issue of this hour is not 
whether the shell of London can be 
preserved; it is whether the living 
spirit of free men and women can be 
saved, a spirit that has been passed 
on from one generation to another 


that lives in the hearts and souls of 
millions in England and across the 
seas. As long as the spirit of Lon- 
don remains unconquerable there can 
be a new St. Paul's. As long as the 
men and women of England can keep 
the flame alive within them there 
will be hope for a new and better 
world, no matter how much fire and 
death may rain down upon them.— 
New York Times.

Offers Large Market 
South Africa Is Importing Quantities 
Of British-Made Toys 

Germany's loss in trade is Can- 
ada's gain—quantities of Canadian- 
made toys are arriving for the shops 
of Cape Town and other big centres 
of the British Union of South Africa. 

“Canada has made great strides, 
in the manufacturing of dolls espec- 
jally, and means to capture a large 
share of the South African market,” 
Says the Cape Times. “The Sarie 
Maret doll was made in Toronto and 
dressed in typical trek fashion with 
kappie and print dress.” (South Afri- 
can-Dutch costume). 

Imports of British toys to South 
Africa have increased enormously in 
the last few months And continue to 
increase—especially in Cape Town 
where the German toy is almost ex- 
tinct. The biggest exporter of toys 
to South Africa is the United King- 
dom, From there, in 1938, the union 
bought toys totalling £69,289 ($308,- 
336). In 1938, also, the union bought 
£9,000 ($37,050) worth of toys from 
Canada as against £550 ($2,227) in 
1934. American toys are also enter- 
ing the union at a considerable rate. 

Airplanes are taking precedence 
over other mechanical toys in Cape 
Town. One city store is ordering 
from England toy models of Bristol 
Blenheims, Spitfires, Hawker Hurri- 
canes and other famous battle planes. 

“The captains of to-day’s toy in- 
dustry are men of scientific achieve- 


| ment,’ the sales manager of @ promi- 


nent city store told the Cape Times. 
“They are evolving toys of educa- 
tional value.” 

Such toys—especially electric trains 
and mechanical construction toys— 
had taken the place of German dolls 
from Nuremberg. They were of more 
lasting power than Japanese toys. 
Even South Africa, which had no toy 
factories, had seized the imagination 
of grown-ups as wel! as children with 
a game about battleships.

Has Made Great Strides 


Few People Realize Growth Of Civil 
Aviation In Canada 

Great strides have been made in 
recent years in Canada in the field of 
aviation and future years undoubted- 
ly hold still further remarkable de- 
velopments, 

The first report on Civil Aviation 
compiled on a quarterly basis by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, re- 
veals that during the first three 
months of 1940 the mileage flown by 
civil aircraft in Canada totalled 2,- 
474,662, of which 2,120,906 were rev- 
The total number of pas- 
Sengers carried was 32,001, exclusive 
of crews. The freight transported 
aggregated 3,108,083 pounds, along 
with 739,082 pounds of mail. 

No attempt has been made to esti- 
mate the mileage for such flying as} 
forestry patrol, fishery patrol, photog- | 
raphy, surveying, advertising, school 
instruction, exhibitions, ete. The. 
hours flown in such services, however 
have been made available. The rev- 
enue hours flown by civil aircraft | 
during the first three months of 1940!

Testing Munitions 


A New Method Is Used To Ensure 
Uniformity 

How mathematics is put to a new 
use, to test the quality of ammuni- 
tion for war, was described to the 
bicentennial conference of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania by Capt. 
Leslie E, Simpson, United States 
ordnance department. 

The equations of statistical theory 
is the name of the formulae used to 
insure good shells beth for big guns 
and rifles. 

Sampling, Capt. Simpson explained: 
always has been the method of test- 
ing. It is too costly to inspect each 
shell. In the old way the samples 
were selected at random and the 
whole batch judged by their perform- 
ance, 

This, he said, permitted inferior 
stuff to pass when the random batch 
happened to be above average, and 
also sometimes threw out superior 
ammunition because one sample hap- 
pened to be inferior, 

The statistical theory uses sam- 
pling in a different way. Safe limits, 
or standards of excellence, are set up 
for the shells. When the first batch 
comes in from a manufacturer, num- 
erous small samples are tried, not at 
random, but in the order of manu- 
facture, 

In these samples the average of all 
the defects shall not exceed the limits 
of the requirements and no defect 
shall be three times that allowed by 
the rules. 

In subsequent batches only random 
samples are needed to learn whether 
quality of manufacture is being main- 
tained. 

The result is, Capt. Simpson said, 
that if quality is good, only the first 
batch has to be subjected to large 
sampling tests. 

If the ammunition fails to pass the 
first test, its quality is poor, and the

Registration Check 


People Must Notify Authorities Of 
Change Of Address 

A large, printed notice, giving de- 
tailed instructions regardings regi- 
stration of persons who have not yet 
registered, was sent out by Jules 
Castonguay, chief registrar, to post- 
masters throughout Canada to be 
posted conspicuously in post offices. 

The notice stipulates that persons 
who change their post office address 
must communicate particulars to the 
Dominion statistician, Ottawa. Per- 
sons marrying after registration 
closed Aug. 21 must communicate the 
date of their marriage and the names 
and addresses under which they were 
registered, within 14 days after the 
event occurs. 

Accompanying the notice is a 
memorandum to postmasters, provid- 
ing them with information useful to 
them as registrars and deputy regi- 
strars, 

Regulations to be drawn to the 
attention of the public in this way 
are: 

1.—Every resident of Canada must 
register within 30 days after his 16th 
birthday. 

2.—Every resident of Canada ab- 
sent from the Dominion during regi- 
stration must, on returning to Can- 
ada, register within 30 days. 

3.-Persons prevented from reg- 
istering through illness must register 
as soon ag they are able to travel to 
a post Office. 

4.—Persons temporarily residing at 
remote points during the time of 
registration, or who, for any other 
satisfactory reason, did not register, 
must register, immediately upon their 
return to their ordinary place of 
residence.

Learn Rules for Bridal Party 


“A perfect wedding’ — you want 
everyone to say of your bridal. And, 
formal or simple, it will be perfect 
if you are informed on details of 
dress, etiquette for yourself and the 
bridal party. 

You, the bride, are the star of the 
wedding drama and your attire sets 
the key. If you wear a formal gown 
and veil, groom and ushers wear cut- 
away or, if the ceremony’s in the 
evening, they wear tails and white 
ties. 

When the great day arrives, ushers 
are on hand an hour before the cere- 
mony. They seat the bride's family 
on the left of the aisle, the groom’s 
/on the right. To a woman guest, an 
usher offers his right arm. 

Then comes the moment when you 
arrive—and until the going away all 
|eyes are on you. At the reception 
you receive with the bridal party 
(your mother heading the line) or 
you and the groom receive alone.

‘CALLING UP 45,000 
FOR TRAINING 


In Jess than thirty days after under- 
taking the tremendous task of na- 
tional registration, the Canadian 
government is utilizing the informa- 
tion optained, amd the mailing of 
notices to the first group of some 465,- 
000 single and childless widowers who 
have been called for military train- 
ing by Proclamation of the Gover- 
mor in council, is now undenway. 

(These notices instruct the recipients 
to visit a doctor and submit to a 
medical examination within a clear 
three days of notification atid, if found 
to be fit, a serond notice will be sent 
to report to an indicated military 
training centre under the Department 
of National Defence for a period of 
thirty days. 

An official announcement of this re- 
markable achievement, which reflects 
the lever accelerating tempo of Can- 
ada’s war effort, came ftom Hon. 
James G. Gardiner, Minister of Nar 
tional War Services Mr. Gardiner, 
iwlnose depaistment has been ‘working 
day and night setting up the nec- 
esary machinery to assure speedy and 
efficient operation of the training 
plan, outlined a few of the many pre- 
parations made. 

The services of all qualified medical 
practitioners throughout the Domin- 
ion have been enlisted by Mr. Gard- 
iner so that there will be no delay in 
cetermining ‘the physicial fitness of 
the men called upon, Under this 
plan, there will ben o line-up of wait- 
ing applicants. Men may visit their 
own or any conveniently located 
physician, Doctors have received de- 
tuiled’ instructiéns concerning the 
physical stand-ds set for the 
Canadian Active Service Force and 
for the Non-Permanent Active Mil- 
itia, 

During the medical examination 
men will be called upon to state 
whether they have ever suffered from 
such disorders as rheumastism, tuber- 
crlois, heart disease, stomach trouble, 
rupture, varicose veins, ear, eye or 
nasal trouble, nerves, mental or social 
diseased and if they have ever been 
rejected for military services. In his 
report, the examining physician will 
certify the man physical category. 

Under the National War Services 
Ragulations, any physician who 
makes an inaccurate certificate, will 
be guilty of an offence and liable, on 
summary conviction, for imprison- 
ment or to a fine or both. Likewise 
heavy penalties will be imposed on 
any eligible individual who, having 
Leen sent a notice of ¢all, fails to re- 
port for a medical examination. It is 
the aim of the Minister and his 
deputy, Major General L. R. La 
Flache, who is responsible for the 
execution of the plan, that the selec- 
tion of the men shall be scrupulously 
impartial, 

With the convenience of applicants 
in mind as well as speedy efficiency. 
Canada has been divided into 13 admin 
istrative divisions, each with a 
board comprising a judge as chair- 
man, supported by two representative 
citizens, and also divisional registrar 
who will act as secretary and to 
whom any person seeking informa- 
tion may, and should, apply. For 
Alberta Hon Horace Harvey, Chief 
Justice, chairmam, and J. P. MclIsaac, 
Edmonton, is registrar. 

All medical reports will be sub- 
mitted to the divisicnal registrars 
while ar,;; appeals or ecntroveusial is- 
sues which may arise will be dires+ed, 
to the divisional board through the 
registrar, 

The first group to be called for 
training, 30,000 men, will proceed to 
training centres for Qctobex 9th.
